The following Resolution, passed by the Right Hon'ble the vovernor General in Council, in the 
Financia! Department, ix published for general information : , 


Resolution —Vhe Governor General in Council has decided on removing the restrictions that have 
sadong borne with oppressive weight on the internal Commerce of the Presidency of Madras. 


“he Governor Gercra) in Council has deemed this a fit opportunity for revising the Seq, Custom: 
Tariff of thay Presidency, and for assimilating the rates of duty levied on Imports aud Exports by Ses, a 
far as practicable to those in force at the other principal Ports of India. 


» These extensive measures cannot be carried into effect without a joss of present Income so serious ag 
to compe! the Government of India to endeavour to meet it from other sources of Revenue. 

In conaideration of the entire removal of all restrictione upon its inland trade, and of Msdras being 
piaced in this respect upon an equality with the rest of India, the Governor General in Council deetas it 
nor unreasonable that the impost on Salt iv the Madras Territories should be raised toa rate more in 
accordance ith the tax on the same Article borne by other divisions of te Indian Empire, andthe sate 
price of Salt will accordingly be increased in a moderate degree throughout the whole of the Pfovinces 
subordjnate to the Presidency of Madras. 


But though the Governor General in Council hopes principally by this means to provide an equiva- 
Tent fog, the certain loss of Revenue that must result from the extension of freedow to the inland trade of 
she Presidency of Madras, experience alune can determine how far his expectatféns may be realized. 


In the event of its proving neceésary eventually to resort to additional modeg wf supply te meet ttre 
loss incurred, the Governor General in Council would lock to the Sex Customs of India ag.ae prailable 
source of further income, and however reluctant he would be tc impose a new burthen upon Peveign Com 
merceyhe cannot but feel that the Government of India may be compelled to have recourse to amPincrease 
of ihe duties both on Imports and Exports by Sea at all the Indian Presidengics, ghould a measure of shit 
tature be presseti upon it by the Financial exigencies of the State. 


Meanwhile the Governor Genersl in Council contemplates with unmixed satisfactited @ measure of 
relief, which though attended with absolute present loss of Revenue, promises most powerfully to deve- 
lop thase sources of wealth, which mypt ever increase in proportion as encouragement is afforded to 
free interchange of the products of the soil of India and ofghe manufacturigg indudtry of its people.

It is hereby enacted, that from the First day of April 1844, such parts 
of Regulation X. of 1803, Regulation I. of 1812, Regulation ILJ. of 1812, Regula~ 
tion Vi. of 1812, and Regulation III. of 1821, of the Madras Code, and all such 

arte of any Regulations of the said Code, as prescribe the levy of ‘l'ransit or 
Tatand Customs Duties at any ‘Town or place within the linfits of the Presidency of 
Fort St. George, shall be repealed. 

LL. And itis hereby enacted, that Regulation 1X. of 1803, with exception of 
Sections 55 to 70 both inclusive, Regulation XI. 1803, Regulation XIV. of 1308, 
Regulation XV. of 1803, with exception of Section 5, Regulation II. of 1812, with 
exception of Sections 15 and 17, Regulation IV. of 1812, and such parts of Negula- 
tion I. of 1813, of the same Code, as relate to the rates of Duty and Drawback on 
Spirituous Liquors imported or exported by Sea, also Regulation II. of 1816, 
Regulation 11. of 1813, Regulation Ill, of 1818, Regulation IV. of 1819, and 
Regulation VII. of 1819, together with the Schedules appended thereunto, except. 
ing in s0 far as any of these Regulations rescind any former Regulations either ia 
part or in whole of the Madras Code, and likewise the Provisions of any kind con- 
tained in the foregoing er any other Regulations of the Madras Code for fixing the 
amount of Duty to be levied on Goods imported or exported by Sea, at any place 
within the limits of the Presidency of Fort St. George, or the Drawback payable on 
the same, shall be repealed, 

If. Provided always, that nothing contained in the two preceding Sections 
of this Act shall be construed to prevent the levy of any Municipal Tax, or of any 
Toll on any Bridge, Road, Canal, Pier or Causeway, for repair and maintenance of 
the same ; or of any fee for the erection and maintenance of Light Houses. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied on 
Goods imported by Sea into any place within the ‘Territories subordinate to the 
Government of the Presidency of Fort St. George, after the said Viret day of April 
1844, accoftding to the rates specified in Schedule A annexed to this Act, with the 
exceptions specified therein, and the Schedule with the Notes attached thereto, slall 
be taken to be a part of this Act. 

VY. And it is herehy further enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied 
upon Country Goods exported by Sea from any Ports of the Presidency of Fort 
St. George after the suid Kirst day of April 1844, according to the rates specified in 
Schedule B annexed to this Act, with the exceptions #herein specified, and the aaid 
Schedule with the Notes attached thereto, shall also be taken to be a part of this 
Act. . 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall be levied on 
Godds passing by Land into or out of Foreign European Settlements, situated on 
the line of Coast within the limits of the Presidency of Fort St. George, at the 
raves prescribed in the Schedules of this Act for Goods imported or exported on 
Foreign Bottoms at any British Port in that Presidency. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor ia 
Council of the Presidency of Fort St. George to declare by notice to be published 
in the Gazette of that Presidency, that the Territory of any Native Chief, not 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts and Civil authorities of that Presidency, 
shall be deemed to be Foreign ‘Territory, and to declare Goods pateing into or ont 
of such Territory liable either to the Duty fixed for British or for Foreign Bottoms 
as the said Governor in Coaneil may think fit. . 

VIII, And it is hereby enacted, that for the levy of Duties of Castoms at 
above provided on Goods exported by Land to, or imported by Land from, auch 
Foreign ‘Territories, Customs Chokees maybe established at such places as ma) 
be determined by the said Governor in Councih and every Officer at every @ 
Chokee shull have power to detain Goods passing into or out of any such Foreign 
‘Territory, and to examine afd abcertain the quantities and kinds thereof;..and veh 
Goods shall not be allowed to pass across the ‘Frontier line out of or into:the Terr 
tery of the East India Company, until the owner or person in charge

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor in 
Council to appoint such Officers as ha may think fit to receive money on account 
of Customs Duties, and grant Certificates of the payment thereof, and that such @ 
Certificate being delivered to any Chokee Officer shall entitle Goods tacross the 
frontier into or out of the East India Company’s Territories, provided that the 
Goods correspond in deseription with the specification thereof contained in such 
Certificate, and that the Certificate shew the entire amount of Duty leviable on 
those Goods to have been duly paid; and if upon examination the Goods brought 
to any Chokee be found not tv correspond with the specification entered in the 
Certificate presented with the same, the difference shall be noted on the face of the 
Certificate, and if the payment of Duty certified therein shall not cover the entire 
amount of Duty leviable on the Goods as ascertained at such examination, the 
Goods shall be detained until a further Certificate for the difference shall be 
produced, 


X. And itis hereby enacted, that the said Governor in Council shall give 
public notice in the Official Gazette of the Presidency of Fort St. George of the 
appointment of every Officer appointed to rec Customs Duties on Goods cross- 
ing the land frontier of the said Foreign ‘Territories, and the Officers so appointed 
shall on receipt of money tendered as Customs Duty be bound to give to any Mer- 
chant or other person applying for the same a Certificate of payment, and to enter 
therein the specification of Goods, with the values and deser:ption thereof, accord- 
ing to the statement furnished by the person so applymg, provided ouly that the 
proper Duty leviable thereupon, according to the descriptions and values stated, be 
covered by the payment made, 


Xf. And itis hereby enacted, that no Certificate ‘sliall be received at any 
Chokee ihat shall bear date more than thirty days befure the date when the Goods 
arrive at the Chokee. Provided, however, that any person who has taken cut a 
Certificate from any authorized receiver of Customs Duties, shall at any time 
within the said period of thirty days, on satisfying such receiver tat such Certi- 
ficate has not been used, and on delivering up the original, be entitled to receive a 
renewed Certificate, with a fresis date, without further payment of Duty. 

XII. , And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the waid Governor in 
Council to prescribe by pnblic notice in the Official Gazette of the Presidency of 
Fort St. George by what routes Goods shall be allowed to pass into or out of any 
gach Foreign ‘Territory, as in degeribed in Sections VI and VII. of this Act; and 
after such notice shall be given, Goods which may be brought to any Chokee estab- 
lished on other routes or passes than those eo prescribed, shall, if provided with a 
Certificate, be sent back; and if not provided with a Certiheats, sbull be detained, 
and shall be liable to confiscation by the Collector of Customs, unless the person in 
charge thereof shall be able to satisfy the said Collector that his curryiug thea by 
that route was from ignorance or accident. 

XU And it is hereby enacted, that Goods which may be passed, or which an 
attempt may be made to pass across any froutier guarded by Chokees between sun- 
set and suu-rise, or in a ciandestine manner, shall be seized aud confiscatcd. 


HAV. And it is hereby enavted, that any Chokee Officer who shall permit 
Goods to pass across the frontier when not covered hy a sufficient Certificate, or who 
hall permit Goods to pass by any prohibited route, shal be lable, on conviction 
before the Collector of Customs, to imprisominent for a term not exceeding six 
months, and to a fine not exceeding live Hundred Rupees, commutable if not paid 
to imprisonment fur a further period of six months. 


XV. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Chokee Officer shall needlessly and 
vexatiously injure Goods under ihe pretence of examination, or in the course of his 
examination, or shall wirougfully detain Goods for which there shall be produced a 
sufficient Certificate, such Officer shall, on conviction befure the Collector of Cus- 
toms, or before any Magistrate, or Joint Magistrate, be liable to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding six months, and to fine not exceeding Vive Hundred Rupees, 
comiutable if not paid to imprisonment for a further periud of six months. 

XVI. And it is berehy enacted, that all Goods imported by Sea into any l’ort 
of the Presidency of Fert St. George from any Foreign European Settlement in 
Indi, or from auy Native Stute, the inland trade of which has been declared by the 
Governor ia Council of the Presidency of Fort St. George under Section VIL. of this 
Act to be subject to the Duties levied on Foreign Bottoms, shall be liable to the 
same Duties as are imposed by Schedule A on Imports vn Foreign Bottons, 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that no Goods whatsoever entered in either 
of the Schedules of this Act, as liable to Duty, shall be exempted from the payment 
of such Duty or of any part therepf, except under special order from the Governor 
in Conacil of the Presideacy of Fort St. George.

XXXV. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever a Collector of Customs 
shall see cause to direct that any Vessel shall be searched, he shall issue his warrant 
or written order for such search addressed to any Officer under his authority, and 
upon production of such order the Officer bearing it shall be competent to require 
any Cabins, Lockers, or Bulk-heads to be opened in his presence, and if they be not 
opened upon his requisition to break the same open, and any Goods that may be

And if the Collector of Customs shall see reason to doubt whether the Goods liable ton different 
rate of Duty according to the place of their production come from the country from which they are 
declared to come by the Importer, it shall be lawful fur the Collector of Customs to call on the Lmporter 
to furnish evidence as to the place of manufacture or production, and if such evidence shall not satisfy 
the said Collector of the truth of the declaration, the Goods shall be charged with the highest rate of 
Duty, subject always to an Appeal to the Governor in Council of Fort St. George. 

And upon the re-export by Sea of Goods imported, excepting Opium and Salt, and all Goods of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of the Continent of India, provided the re-export be rnade within two 
years of the date of Import as per Custom House Register, und the Goods be identified to the satistic- 
tion of the Collector of Customs there shull be retained one-eighth of the amount of Duty levied, and the 
remainder shall be repaid as Drawback. 

But no Exporter of imported Goods shall be entitled to Drawback, unless the Drawback be claimed 
ai the time of re-export, nor shall any payment be made of Drawback unless the amount claimed be 
demanded within one year from the date of entry of the Goods for re-export in the Custom House 
Register.

LI, And it is hereby enacted, that whew a Vessel having cleared ont 
from any port shall pat back from stress of weather, or if shall fr avy damage or 
from other cause be necessary that the Cargo of a Vessel that basiel ared out shall 
be unshipped or re-landed, a Customs Officer shall be sent to watch the Vessel and 
take charge of the Cargo during such re-landing or removal from on board, and the 
Gooda on board such Vessel shall not be allowed to be transhipped or re-exparted 
free of Duty hy reason of the previous settlement of Duty at the time of first 
export unless the Goods shall be lodged in such place as shall be allowed by the 
Collector of Customs, and shall remain while on land, or while on board of any 
other Vessel under epecial charge of the Officers of Customs until the time of re- 
export, and all charges attending auch enatody shall be borne by the Exporter;

And it is hereby enacted, that if any person in charge of a Vessel 
shall have become liable to any fine on account of any act or omission relating 
to Customs, the Collector of Customs shall be competent, subject to the orders of 
the Governor in Council of the Presidency of Fort St. George, to refuse Port 
Clearance to such Vessel until the fine shall be discharged. 

LXII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for any Collector of 
Customns, or other Officer who may be authorized to adjudicate Customs Cases, if 
he shall decide that a seizure of Goods made under the authority of this Act was 
vexatious and unnecessary, to adjudge damages to be paid to the Proprietor by tho 
Customs Officer who made such vexatious seizure, besides ordering the immediate 
release of the Goods; and if the Proprietor accept such damages, no action shall 
thereafter lie against the Officer of Customs in any Court of Justice on account 
of such a seizure: and if such adjudicating Officer shall decide that the seizure 
was warranted, but shall deem that the penalty of confiscation is unduly severe,

And it is hereby enacted, that whoever being an Officer appointed 
under the authority of this Act, practises’or attempts to practise any fraud for the 
puryose of injuring the Customs Mtevenue, or abets or connivés at any such fraud, 
or at any attempt to practise any such fraud, shall be punished with imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding two years, or fine, or both,

And if the Collector of Customs shall see reasen to doubt whether the Goods liable to a different 
rate of Duty according to the place of their production come from the country from which they are 
declared to come by the Importer, it shall be lawful for the Collector of Customs to call on the Importer 
to furnish evidence as to the place of manufacture or production, and if such evidence shall not satisfy 
the said Collector of the truth of the declaration, the Goods shall be charged with the highest rate of 
Duty, subject always to an Appeal to the Governor in Council of Fort St. George. 

And upon the re-export by Sea of Goods imported, excepting Opium and Salt, and all Goods of the 
growth, production, or manufacture of the Continent of India, provided the re-export be made within two 
years of the date of Import as per Custom House Register, and the Goods be identified to the satiefac- 
tion of the Collector of Customa there shall be retained one-eighth of the amount of Duty levied, and the 
remainder shall be repaid as Drawhack. E . 

But no Exporter of imported Goods shall be entitled to Drawback, unless the Drawback be claimed 
at the time of re-export, nor shall auy payment be made of Drawhack unless the amount claimed be 
demanded within one year from the date of entry of the Goods fur re-export in the Custom House 
Roayister.

And it is hereby enacted, that Duties of Customs shall . be levied on 
Goods passing by Land into or out of Foreign European Settlements, situated on 
the line of Coast within the limits of the Presidency of Fort St. George, at the 
rates prescribed in the Schedules of this Act for Goods imported or exported on 
Foreign Bottoms at any British Port in that Presidency. 


VIL. Aud itis beroby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in 
Council of the Presidency of Fort St. George to declare by notice to be published 
in the Gazette of that Presidency, that the ‘Territory of any Native Chief, not 
subject to the jurisdiction of the Courts and Civil authorities of that Presidency, 
shall be deemed to be Foreign Territory, and to declare Goods passing into or out 
of such ‘Territory liable either to the Duty fixed for British or for Foreign Bottoms, 
as the said Governor in Council may think fit.

to any Chokee be found not to correspond with the specification entered in the 
Certificate presented with the same, the difference shall be noted on the face of the 
Certificate, and if the payment of Duty certified therein shall not cover the entire 
amount of Duty leviable on the Goods as ascertained at such examination, the 
Goods shall be detained until a further Certificate for the difference shall be 
produced.
